Mexico City, April 26.—(4)—Dr. 
Rodrigo Octavio, of Brazil, the neutral]

They declared in their decision that 
Mexico is not liable for damages. 
Judge Ernest B. Perry, representinz 


dissented denying that this constitutes 
legal decision. He pronounced the 
proceedings null and yoid and _ not 
binding on the United States. 

Senhor Octavio announced he was 
leaving tonight for Vera Cruz, Ha- 
van@ and Brazil. Judge Perry will 
remain here for several days. The 
commission now stands adjourned 
amid the controversy, repeating the 
history of the March breakup.

Washington, April °6.—(P)—A

SENATE RATIFIES 
DEBT AGREEMENT 
WITH BELGIANS 


France Told To Make 
Payments for First Few 
Years More Liberal in 
Next Proposal. 


COOLIDGE TO SIGN 
DEBT AGREEMENT 


Senate Now Expected To 
Ratify Pacts With Lat- 
via, Rumania, Esthonia 
and Czecho-Slovakia.

Washington, April 26.—The senate 
has cleared away the final major for- 
eign debt settlement on its calendar 
by ratifying the Belgian agreement 
Monday, while Ambassador Berenger 
has* put his experts to work to in- 
crease the figures in his proposal for 
settling the French debt, the only 
sizeable outstanding obligation not 
yet funded. 

The American commission Monday 
turned down the French proposal as 
it stood and asked the ambassador to 
try again, with his eyes especially 
on more liberal payments for the first 
few years as was predicted by The 
United News. Members of the commis- 
sion will study the proposal careful- 
ly, in order to aid the French ambas- 
sador in revising the figures  up- 
ward. 

The senate ratified the funding 
agreement for Belgium’s debt of $17,- 
780,000 Monday in rather short or- 
der. The vote was 55 to 20, along 
substantially the same lines as that 
ratifying the Italian ‘settlement. As 
the house has approved the settle- 
ment it now goes to President Cool- 
idge, who will sign it. 

Other Pacts Taken Up. 

Immediately after ratifying the. Bel- 
cian settlement, the senate took up 
the funding agreement with Latvia, 
whose debt is only $5,775,000, a tri- 
fle compared with some of the others. 
This pact was laid aside temporarily, 
however. It is expected to be ap- 
proved speedily as are the three oth- 
ers pending, those with Rumania, Es- 
thonia and Czecho-Slovakia. ‘ 

Shor:!y after ratification of the 
Belgian agreement, it was announced

The only interruption to smooth 
progress on the Belgian settlement 
came when Senator Howell, Nebras- 
ka republican, offered an »mendment | 
which would prevent the Belgian gov- 
ernment from levying any tax on the. 
bonds of obligation, similar to an | 
amendment he offered to the Italian 
funding pact. It was voted down, | 
52 t» 21, after Howell declared in a) 
speech that the settlement amounted | 
practically to cancellation. 

Debt Is Divided. 

The Belgian obligation is divided 
into a pre-armistice debt of $171,- 
780,000 on which no interest is re- 
quired, and a post-armistice debt of 
$246,000,000, on which an average in- 
terest of 3 per cent is charged, both 
debts to be funded in 62 years. Tay- 
ment on the former begins at $1.- 
000,000 a year and graduates to $2,- 
900,000 at the beginning of the seventh 
year and continuing at that figure 
while annual payments on the post- 
armistice debt begin at $1,100,000 
and graduate to $9,600,000 in the 
62nd year. 

The chief fault found with the 
French proposal was the initial pay- 
ment of $25,000,000 annually for the 
first five years, which is only $5,- 
000,000 more than the United States 
receives now from France and is $15,- 
000,000 less than was offered in the 
final Caillaux proposal. As outlined 
previously the annual payment in- 
ereased to $30,000,000 in the sixth 
year and graduated to $120,000,000 at 
the end of the 16th year, after which 
$125,000,000 a year was to be paid. 

It is believed that the payments 
will be so adjusted as to provide at 
least $40,000,000 for the first five 
years, as in the last Caillaux offer, 
or that a graduated scale that will 
rise more steeply at the outset will be 
worked out, leaving the final large 
payments about as they are.

Premier Briand first stressed the 
fact that the hitherto published ac- 
counts of the proceedings at Wash- 
ington have been exaggeratedly op- 
timistic and warned the committee 
of the serious discrepancy that exists 
between Ambassador Henri Berenger’s 
offer and the United States’ demands 
regarding the grand total of the 
amount to be reimbursed and the size 
of the various annuities. ‘ 

By this it is understood he refers 
to the $6,750,000,000 Ambassador Ber- 
enger offered as compared to the $7,- 
200,000,000, the debt funding com- 
mission demands. 

Bigger Initial Payments.

Democrats See 
Campaign Issue 
In Property Bill 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, April 26.—Having 
volunteered to help the administra- 
tion with the tax reduction bill, the 
world court, Muscle Shoals and sev- 
eral of the debt settlements, the 
democrats were just about to pack 
up and go home for the congressional 
campaign without any pelitical am- 
munition when Secretary Mellon's 
alien property bill came along. 

The administration described it as 
a bill to compensate American citi- 
zens having claims against Germany 
and Germans whose property was 
seized in this country. The demo- 
crats described it as a “steal,” “legal- 
ized theft,” and “highway robbery,” 
and already they are making so many 
republicans uncomfortable over the 
political dynamite involved that it is 
doubtful whether the measure will get 
out of the committee. 

Bill Doomed, Belief. 

Representative Oldfield, democratic 
whip, was advised Monday that the 
bill could not get out of committee. 
Four republicans have revolted and 
will vote against reporting the bill, he 
was told. One democrat, Carew, from 
a heavily interested New York dis: 
trict, will vote with the administra- 
tion. If this information is correct, 
the bill will stay in committee. In 


this event, there conld be no settle- 
ment of these war claims before 1027 
at the earliest—ten vears from the 
time war was declared. 

Briefly, the bill would authorize 
000,000 to satisfy claims of Ameri- 
cans against Germany for war losses. 
The United States would be reim- 
bursed by Germany over a long pe- 
riod of years. 

There are dozens of hidden in- 
fluences at work. Congressmen can 
hardly walk the length of the house 
lobby without stumbling over a crew 
of wire-pullers conscientiously  per- 
forming their duties. 

“T don't believe the republicans 
will dare pass this bill before elec- 
tion,” Representative Oldfield, deino- 
eratic whip and chairman of the 
democratic congressional campaign 
committee, said. “They probably will 
let it stay in committee until next 
fall and then jam it through after 
the campaign is over.” 

Representative Garner, of Texas, 
leader of the democratic fight, de- 
clares Germany, not the United States 
her war claims. 

Mellon says that Germany cannot 
meet these obligations now and that 
the United States must extend credit 


promptly. 

“You are proposing in this bill to 
take from the taxpayer for the pur- 
pose of paying the Standard Oil com- 
pany and the secretary of the treas- 
Garner 
said. “Germany owes that debt. It 
is theft, legal theft, when you take 
from the taxpayers of the United 
States $250,000,000 and pay it to 
Andy Mellon and Morgan and others | 
for debts due them by Germany. That 
is a theft by an act of congress.’ 

Long Wait.

New York, April 26.—Following a 
strong and very active opening, the 
stock market in the first hour reflect- 
ed profit taking and resumed -short 
selling by professional traders. Steel, 
Rubber and Hudson Motors were heav- 
ily sold short with professional trad- 
ers not even waiting for the market 
to open to sell Hudson short. The 
stock last named, opened down 2 
points and then quickly broke anoth- 
er three. On the decline in prices in 
the market as a whole, trading grew 
much quiéter, a sign encouraging those 
long of the market. 

Towards the close of last week the 
borrowing demand for stocks which 
had been very much larger later dis- 
appeared, indicating that the very 
large outstanding short interest which 
wd existed had covered. From the 
opening of the market this morning, 
there was a large borrowing demand 
for Skelly Oil, Hudson, General Elec- 
tric, Pullman, Third Avenue. There 
was also a fair borrowing demand for 
Brooklyn, Manhattan ‘Transit, and 
Sears-Roebuck. This increased bear- 
ishness was the result of a consensus 
of opinion on the part of professional 
traders that the news at the beginning 
of the week indicated that the recoy- 
ery in the stock market had gone far 
enough and that the market would 
shortly begin to display top-heaviness 
on the long side. This conclusion was 
quickly justified by actual stock mar- 
ket developments. However, only a 
highly professional stock market is 
expected for the immediate future. 

Estimates here in Wall street of 
what the steel corporation will report 
tomorrow in the way of first quarter 
net earnings range from $43,000,000 
to $45,000,000 with the average $44,- 
900,000, which will compare with $42,-

On Saturday specu- 
lative Wall street left for the week- 
end with the feeling that the recovery 
in the stock market should go further 
on easy money and on the theory that 
stock market-wise slowing down of 
general trade had been overdiscounted 
in the 380-point decline in the average 
price. In its efforts to adjust this 
week-end conclusion with the over-the 
week news developments, Wall street 
started the new week with the ace 
counts standing as follows: 


On the unfavorable side of the ledg- 
er is found such over-the-week news 
developments as today’s cables report- 
ing London facing a serious industrial, 
political and financial crisis as a re- 
sult of the deadlock in the demanded 
coal subsidy. Amsterdam cables state 
that the prevailing financial opinion 
there is that the high point of this 
particulap period of American pros 
perity has possibly been reached and 
/passed with the decline in unfilled or- 
ders in the steel industry and seemingly 
juncertain prospects of the motor trade 
‘at the present moment being watched 
with some coneern. This foreign view- 
point rather fits in with today’s fore- 
cast of trade recession by the Guaran- 
ty Trust company here which adds, 
however, the prediction that the “busi- 
ness recession will be moderate and 
will not even extend over a long pe- 
riod.” From New Orleans today’s dis- 
patehes report a_ determination of 
southern cotton mill owners to begin 
May 1 curtailing production by 25 
per cent or more, Chicago reports 
trade conditions in the west as “‘spot- 
is.” Pittsburgh reports today that 
orders for steel show a decline with 
the trend of steel prices lower. To- 
day’s weekly average commodity price 
which was up a week ago compared 
with the previous week, shows a re- 
sumption of the downward trend which 
has been going on for months. 


On the favorable side of the ledger 
is found today’s continued easy money 
and higher opening stock market prices 
reflecting the belief that stock market- 
wise the expected slowing down in gen- 
eral trade has been over discounted.
